‘Tas improvement of the harbour of 
Shanghai and the removal of the Bar 
at Woosuug are objects which are well 
worth the continual consideration of 
all those interested in the trade of the 
port either as merchants or ship. 
owners having dealings with the place, 
or as the Government of China, whase 
revenue will continne to be largely 
benefitted by the facilities offered: for 
commerce, We. have all along pointed 
out that the only possible method of 
improvemeut is the «placing of the 
control. of the harbour and its 
approaches in the Lauds of a local 
board. Local circumstances from.day 
to day effect the conditions of such 
works as may be undertaken, and in, 
we may say, all civilised uations, the 
doctrine has been recognised , that 
harbour works in o commercial’ port 
are most properly and evouomically 
left to the management of commis. 
sioners ou the spot. In Buglaud this 
doctrine is so well recognised, that 
with the exception of a few porta 
where harbours have been made for 
Imperial rather thon local interests, 
such as harbours of refuge, naval 
ports, or poiuts of departure and 
arrival of mail steamers, the -control 
of the harbour works is left to tho 
judgmout of local boards with authority 
up to certain limits to raise their own 
rovonites ont of the trade or shipping 
of the port. A fow statistics taken 
from a remarkable report on the Recent 
Improvemonta iu the Port of Dublin, 
by Mr. Stoney, the Engineer to the 
Looal Board, may be quoted as bearing 
closely on the subject. Sixty years 
ago the depth of water on Dablin Bar 
at low tide was only six feet; somes 
times, indeed, the tides fell so low that 
the Bar was fordable, Now a minimum 
depth of sixteen feet at low water bas 
been obtaiued. Nineteen years ago 
the small steamers carrying on the 
cross-Chanuel trade of the port could

only enter or leave two hours before 
or after high water. . Now steamers of 
much larger capacity enter and leave 
at all states of the tide and the 
service, formerly tidal, has now become 
a regularly timed one, the steamers 
belonging to the London and North- 
Western Railway Company leaving 
four times a day at regalar hours. In 
addition, since 1864 upwards of 7,000 
fost of quay have been re-built or 
entirely newly constructed, and a large 
tidal basin with a depth of twenty-four 
feet at low water, and with quayage of 
2,500 fect actually constructed, has 
been formed. Tho moans whoroby theso 
improvements have been effected avd 
the economy of cost are as remarkablo 
as the results themselves, Mr. Stoney 
makes 8 comparison of expenditure 
and income between Dublin, Liverpool, 
Glasgow, Belfast and Cork. With an 
anuual tonnage of seven millions 
entering the port, Liverpool receives 
from tonnage dues £380,000, and 
from dues on goods, including the 
“Town Dues,” formerly belonging to 
the Corporation, but purchased by the 
Harbour Board in 1858, £600,000. 
Glasgow, with a tonnage of slightly 
under two-and-a-half millions, collects 
£45,000 in tonnage dues and £123,000 
on goods. Belfast, with ono-and-a-balf 
millions, collects £41,000 in tonnage 
dues and £38,000 on goods, and Cork, 
with a tonnage of three-quarters of a 
million, raises from the former source 
£18,500 and from the latter, £18,000. 
Dablin depends almost entirely on ite 
tonnage dues, amounting to about seven- 
pence per ton on all entries, and from 
this source raises a revenue of £58,500 
annually, while the dues on merchandise, 
confined to bricks, wood and marble, 
fotch in less than £2,000 annually, Tho 
amount of tonnage entering the port has 
considerably more than doubled within 
twenty years, rising from 882,719 
tons in 1855 to 1,978,781 in 1877, and 
a great part of this large increase has 
to be attributed to the increased 
facilities offered to vossols frequenting 
the port. The works as we have stated, 
have been carried out at a most 
economical rate, ‘Tho deepening, of 
the Bar is mainly attributable to 
induced scour; and though the works 
to which this induced acour are attribu- 
table were commenced some sixty 
years ago, the greatest results have been 
obtained during the term of the 
present engineer to the Board, Tho 
qnay extensions have been rendered 
possible by a device the conception of 
which is entirely due to Mr. Stoney, 
and is now being adopted in extensive 
works elsewhere, ‘The walls below 
low water are formed of immense 
blocks of concrete weighing uo less 
than. 350 tons each. The methods of 
building them up, of conveying them 
to their positions, and of setting them 
there, have all been worked out in 
detail by Mr. Stoney, and to the 
ecouomy and efficacy of the means 
adopted is to be attributed the success 
of the work undertaken. In fact, 





without this economy and in view of 
the limited income of the port, it would 
have been practically impossible to 
effect the improvements, Compared 
with Dablin the tonuage of Shanghai 
is not very different; in 1879 the 
tonuage entering the port was slightly 
over a million and-a-half, not including 
the native trade in jouke, really 
interested in the matter equally with 
foreign vessels. The value of the trade 
of Shanghai is, however, much greater 
than that of Dablin in view of the 
large quantities of tea and silk 
exported and of opium imported. Last 
year it was proposed as the shipping 
frequenting the port was already 
weighted with tonnage dues amounting 
to four mace, say two shillings, a ton, to 
transfer the tonnage dues payable to 








the Municipal Council to the improve. 
ment of the harbour; the sam thas 
available, amounting to about £33,000 
& yoar, would be small in comparison 
with that raised from English ports. 
Compared with the £600,000 annually 
levied in “Town Daes” and dues on 
morchaudiso at Liverpool, the proposed 
mulot would be simply insignificant, 
Belfast, with » trade of much less 
value, pays almost an identical amount, 
£31,788, in addition to its tonnage 
dues, ‘The sum to be raised from the 
trade of the port would probably 
ensure the removal of the Bar if the 
extension of quays formed no part of the 
programme, Were quays, as would prob. 
ably be found necessary, to be thought 
of, it would need to be supplemented 
from the Tounage Dues fand; but 
properly appropriated the latter should 
without difioulty be able to contribute 
some £12,000 annually to raise the 
available revenue to, say £45,000 a 
year ; sum modest in proportion to the 
resources of the trade of the port, yb 
sufficient to, in time, if wisely expended, 
greatly increase the accessibility and 
revenue of the port.

‘The Rev, W. L. Groves, from Hongkong, 
has arrived to take charge of the 
Cathedral for six months, additional leave 
for that period, we understand, having been 
granted by the Trustees to the Very Rev. 
Dean Butcher. 

From a private letter we have seen from 
Colonel C. G. Gordon, posted at Aden, it 
appears that he goes to the Mauritius for 
eight or ten months to fill the appointment 
of Commandant of the Royal Engineers, 
which we have already alluded to in our 
columns, “to qualify himself,” to use his 
own words, “for promotion, and its 
subsequent freedom from service.” 

The friends of Mr, Freusberg, Interpreter 
at the German Consulate-General at 
this port, will be glad to hear of his 
promotion to the charge of German 
interests in Hayti as Consul at Port-au- 
Prince, It is expected that his place here 
will be filled by one of the Messrs, Von 
Méllendorf. Mr. Feindel, tha predecessor 
of Mr, Frousberg at this German Con- 
sulate-General, now at Home on leave, 
will probably return to China in October. 
Mr. Alfred Pelldram, Vice-Consul at St. 
Petersburg, has been promoted to the posi- 
of Consul at Tientsin, Mr. Bernhard 
Schaar has received the appointment of 
‘Vico-Consul at Swatow in the place of Mr. 
Eboll, resigned. Mr. Schaar is authorised 
to have marriages solemnised before him, 
and to certify to the births and deaths of 
German subjects in his district, Mr. P. 
Kempermann, VicoConsul at Hongkong, 
has been promoted to be Consul at Manila, 
It ia anticipated that the next English mail 
will bring word as to who is to succeed 
him in the Crown Oolony. Dr. Philipp 
Lenz, who atrived here yestorday by tho 
M. M. Co.’s steamer Saghalien, goos to 
Peking as Student Interproter. Mr. 
Freusberg expects to leave Shanghai, to 
take up his West Indian appointment 
in about a fortnight. 

Mr. ‘Thomas Sutherland has boon 
appointed Chairman of the Board of 
Director of the P. & O. Company, in place 
of Mr. William Fane De Salis, who has 
resigned and resumed his place as an 
ordinary Director of the Company. A few 
days ago we gave an account of the launch 
of the Company's new steamer Rome. We 
now learn from the report of the Company 
which appears in the Homo papers, that 
her sister ship, the Carthage, is rapidly 
approaching completion, and the Directors 
hope that not only will these two vessels, 
but also the Clyde, Thames, Shannon, 
Ganges and Sutlej bo delivered by the 
builders before theautumn. TheCompany’s 
steamers Venetia and Assam are both being 
fitted with new boilers. The Muoltan, 
Baroda, Delhi and Golconda have been sold 
in consequence of being unsuited to the 
Company's present work. On the comple- 
tion of the steamers we have mentioned as 
being in course of construction, the Com- 
pany’s fleet, exclusive of tugs and launches, 
numbers fifty vessels, their total registered 
tonnage being 165,067, with a nominal 
horse-power of 26,940, Au interim dividend 
at the rate of five per cont, per annum 
has been declared for the last half-year: 
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Old residents in the Far East, and 
particularly those of the sea-faring class, 
will regret to hear of the sudden 
death of Captain G. W. Bennett, of 
‘Messrs, David Sassoon, Sons and Co.'s 
opium receiving hulk Wellington. De- 
coased, we believe, came to China when a 
boy. Ho was Captain of ono of the 
first steamers that ran between Macao 
and Hongkong, but since about 1856 he 
his been in Shanghai, in charge of 
the opium hulk belonging to the firm in 
whose service he died, He was apparently 
in good health on Monday morning, when, 
2a usual, he gave the orders for the day 
to the members of his crew. After taking 
a bath about eight a.m. he complained of 
pains in the chests and had to take to his 
‘bed. ‘Ho was first attended by the Doctor 
of the P. & O. steamer Rohilla, and 
subsoquently by Dr. Macleod. He gradu- 
ally got worse and died at six o'clock 
in the evening. Ho loaves a wife and 
four children, aud it is believed that he 
had made arrangements for them to leave 
England, whére they have been for the 
last ten years, to rejoin him in Shanghai 
in October next. 

‘According to a telegram, dated London, 
Sist May, Prince Bismarck, the German 
Chancellor, submitted to the Reichstag 
‘ momorial from leading merchants in the 
Gorman Empire, based on reports of the 
Consul-General for Australia, complaining 
| that tho German trade with Australia is 
being a by England, France, and 
‘America, and recommending the appoint- 
‘mont of 8 commission with the establish- 
iment of houses for export trade, and a line 
of stoamors vid China and the South Seas 
to Australia; and a State subvention is 
also urged. 

An official announcement from St. Peters- 
burg, says the L. & C. Express, notifies 
that the new Russo-Chinese treaty nego- 
tiated by the Marquis Tsing was signed at 
Peking on the 16th May. Tho business in 
‘connection with this matterhas been slightly 
retarded, owing to the death of the 
Enupress. The official with the necessary 
documents will leave Peking for Europe 
very shortly, and on his arrival, H.E. the 
‘Marquis Tséng will proceed to St. Petors- 
burg, for the purpose of ratification. His 
‘Excellency in the meantime is not receiving 

ixits or attending any of tho State core- 
monies or receptions in consequence of 
being in mourning, and has declined the 
invitation of Lord Granville to the banquet 
on the 28th May, in honour of Her 
Majesty's birthday. ‘Tho rigid mourning 
was ended on’ the 18th, but there still 
remains the rest of the hundred days during 
which certain forms have to be adhered to. 

In reference to “Wat ‘Tyler’s” letter, 
which appears in another column, we 
‘understand that the proposed tramway 
scheme has been considerably modified 
since we first montioned it in our paper. 
‘The principal feature of the original scheme 
was a line along the Bund, connecting 
the French Concession with Hongkew. 
Objections to this were at first murmured 
and afterwards openly expressed, and it 
‘was evident thnt the opposition came.not 
oily from a few holders of Bund lots, but 
from a vast number of the residents in both 
the English and French Settlements. The 
Promoters have undoubtedly been well 


























‘advised in deferring to public opinion and 
abandoning a scheme which, if carried, 
would evidently have been unpopular. 
‘We hear that the scheme which will be 
placed before the Ratepayers on Monday 
will embrace two lines, one running from 
the east gate of the city along the French 
Bund only as far as Kin-lee-yuen, then 
running alongside the city moat and cross- 
ing over to the English Settlement at 
Chékiang Road, and running vid that road 
and Hupeh Road to the Soochow Creek ; 
and a second line starting from the north 
end of Honan Road bridge and running vid 
North Soochow Road and Broadway to the 
further end of Hongkew. Even if the two 
lines be eventually connected, this route 
can hardly be a good through line between 
the East Gate and Hongkew, but there can 
be no doubt that the local traffic will be 
enormous. 

‘Monday last was very unfavourable for 
the due celebration of the Fourth of 
July, according to American ideas, as it 
rained almost without intermission all day. 
‘As no American man-of-war was in port, 
very few ships displayed auy extra bunting, 
and it was only in front of the Astor 
House that an attempt at anything like 
display was to be seen on shore. At noon 
a salute of twenty-one guns was fired 
on the Buud in front of the American 
Consulate by members of the Shanghai 
‘Volunteer Artillery, under the Corps, com- 
mand of Captain Dallas. Mr. O. N. Denny, 
the Consul-General, then entered the 
urt-room, which was: decorated in a 
imilar way to what it was last year, and 
after a prayer by the Rev. E, H. 
‘Thomson, the Rev. .M. ‘T. Yates read 
the Declaration of Independence, in the 
presence of a large number of gentlemen. 
‘At its conclusion, Mr. Denny invited 
all present to drink the toast of the 
hour, “The Day we celebrate,” a request 
that was cordially accepted by all in the 
office of the Olerk of the Court and 
the adjoining room. Three cheers were 
given for the members of the Artillery who 
had fired the salute, and three more were 
given for Captain Dallas on his arrival in 
the room, just as they concluded. A 
second salute was fired in the evening. 

‘The Government of India have declined 
to yrant a license to any company for 
working telephone lines in India. The 
dissatisfaction felt in Bombay at this 
disregard for the convenience of the public 
will find expression in a numerously-signed 
memorial to the Secretary of State. It 
will be borne in mind in this connection 
that the telegraphs there are a Government 
monopoly, and that it may be to protect 
them that this step has been taken, In 
‘Hongkong, says the China Mail,—aind the 
same remarks apply equally to Shanghai— 
there is no such ground of objection to the 
introduction of what promises to be a 
highly useful boon, from which the Govern- 
ment will probably derive as great an 
advantage as any one. We trust to see 
the scheme selected which is practically 
the best aud promises most, and that the 
Company putting it forward will be well 
and promptly supported. 

We have received from the Mercury 
office a neatly got-up little pamphlet of 
“Notes of a Trip to the Island of Sagha- 








lien” by G. 0. Anderson, Captain of the 
C.C.S.N. Co.’ssteamer Appin. Our readers 
will remember that these’ “notes” by 
Captain Anderson were read at » meoting 
of the North-China Branch of the Royal 
Asiatic Society a short time ago. 

Wo acknowledge the receipt of the 
May-June number of The Chinese Recorder 
and Missionary Journal. It contains articles 
on the State religion of China; a compen- 
dium of history in thirty volumes ; notes 
on the ethical and Christian value of 
Chinese religious tracts and books; Con- 
fucianism in its practical bearings upon 
the spread of Christianity in China; and 
the advisability of assisting the Chinose 
to acquire a knowledge of the English 
language. 

‘Wo acknowledge, with thanks, a well 
got-up volumn of ‘Sketches in the Foreign 
Settlements and native city of Shanghai,” 
by W. Macfarlane, reprinted from the 
Shanghai Mercury. Mr. Macfarlane is one 
of the most experienced journalists that 
has ever been counected with the Shanghai 
Press, and the interesting sketches he 
now submits to the public are of sconos 
in our midst, and of some of the most 
interesting religious and social ceremonies 
of the Chinese, as well as’ a description 
of atrip up the Yangtsze, fuller in detail 
than perhaps any other yet published, 
Each sketch is written in an easy, racy 
style; they are all interesting and highly 
amusing, and the volume is one that 
should meet with a large sale. Those who 
wish to send something Home to their 
friends at once characteristic of the place 
wo live in, could not do better than for- 
ward a copy of Mr. Macfarlane’s sketches. 

‘The present year seems to been prolific 
in shipwrecks. During the last week in 
May twenty-nine wrecks were reported, 
making a total of 795 for the present year, 
or an increase of 200 as compared with tho 
corresponding period of last year. Soven- 
teen of the vessels wrecked were British, 
‘The approximate value of property lost was 
£7,000,000, including British £4,600,000, 
Eight vessels were lost off the coast of the 
United Kingdom ; six by collision, Forty- 
two lives were lost, 

Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co, 
inform us that they received a telegram on 
Friday, despatched from London at 1 p.m. 
on the 30th June, which said, “ Glencoe 
arrived this morning.” It is thought pro- 
bable that she got in about daylight, as the 
tide would then be favourable. She passed 
the Red Buoy at Woosung at 0.30 p.m; on 
the 24th May, and calculating that she 
arrived in London at 6 a.m. on the 30th 
June, she has made the passage in 36 days 
17} hours, which is more than one day 
quicker than her run Homo last year. 

We hear that the greater part of the 
Glencoe’s teas have been sold in London at 
a lost of from 1d to 3d per pound; ina 
few instances, however, it is said a fair 
profit has been made. Considering that 
the tea was bought in Hankow at rates 
showing an almost certain loss of 3d. and 
4d. per pound, we imagine that shippers 
are tolerably well satisfied with ‘their 
bargains—at any rate we hope they are. 

‘Messrs. Adamson, Bell and Co., agents 
in Shanghai for the ‘ Castle” line of 
steamers, received a telegram from London 
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yesterday, of which th following isa copy 

“Loudoun Castle arrived on the 6th 
Tuly, oafternoon, docksto-night, detained 
canal.” She left Hankow at 3.30.a.m, on the 
27th May, passed Woosung at 8 p.m. on the 
29th, arrived at Singapore at 6 a.m. on the 
6th June, and left at noon the same day. 
She has, therefore, made the voyage 
between Woosung and London in 38 days 
18 hours. 

‘Wo hear that a private telegram was 
received here on Tuesday stating that a 
typhoon raged at Swatow on Saturday, 
and that great destruction of property had 
taken place in the neighbourhood. No 
particulars were given as to whether any 
damage was done in the harbour. On 
making enquiries on board the 0.C.S.N. 
©o.’s stoamer El Dorado, which acrived 
yosterday from Swatow, Amoy and Taiwan- 
foo, we were informed that when she left 
the last-named port on Saturday there 
Was every appearance of bad weather to 
tho southward. ‘There had been atmos- 
pheric indications of an approaching 
change in the weather for a day 
or two before, although it was then 
fine, Ono of the officers of the steamer 
says that on the “evening of Thursday 
last a comet was visible setting in the 
N.W. Tho weather was cloudy during 
tho night, and when the clouds cleared 
off, another comet was visible 50° high, 
travelling east 

On the evening of the 20th of June, 
while tho O.N. Oo,’s steamer Pekin was 
lying alongside the hulk at Hankow, the 
officers witnessed an attempt to drown a 
woman from a sampan close to the landing- 
steps, on the part of two men, one of whom 
was seen to push her into the water. Mr. 
‘Morgan, of the Customs Service, who saw 
‘the occurrence from the shore, ran down 
the stops and rescued the woman, the water 
there boing only about six feet deep. When 
ho pulled her ou of tho water, it was found 
thather hands weretied behind her, and that 
a large stono was fastened round her neck. 
Sho said to her rescuer, “Maskeo! moro 
better I dio.” Whon she had recovered from 
tho effects of her bath, sho went home. 
At 4.30 a.m. the next day, she was “suc- 
cessfully drowned” by her two brothers- 
in-law, the men whose attempt had been 
frustrated on the previous, day. They 
took her out this e into the middle 
of the river, and having attached a line 
to her waist, as well as pinioned her 
arms and fixed a stone round her neck, 
they pushed hor into the water, as before. 
After life was extinct, they pulled the 
body up by the line round the waist, 
took it ashore, and buried it with the 
usual funeral rites, The crime of the 
deceased was stated to be that “‘she 
refused to marry an old man; she being 
a fine blooming widow, wanted something 
better.” ‘Lhe details of the actual murder 
were given to Mr. Morgan by some Chinese 
who witnessed both events, and the 
murderers themselves told him that it 
would have been better if he had not 
interfered with their first attempt. 

‘Pho Russian cruiser Europa, says the 
Daily Press, arrived at Hongkong 2a the 
27th ult., from Yokohama, which port she 
left on the 19th ult., having on board 
Admiral Lessofaky and Madame Lessofsky, 


























whoare ontheir way Home, and were toleave 
by the next French mail. The usual salute 
was exchanged with the Victor Emanuel 
ard the shore battery and the German 
corvette Freya. The Europa was to 
remain in Hongkong about ten days, and 
during her stay she was to go into dock. 

‘The China Mail has been favoured with 
the following memorandum, compiled in 
Singapore, relating to the passages of the 
first tea steamers from Hankow to th 
port. It will be observed that the figures 
slightly differ from those we have already 
published in regard to the time of the 
passages of the Glencoe, Loudoun Castle, 
and Glenfruin, and we publish them 
simply for what they are worth.

Tt certainly contains much mineral wealth, 
but no one can suggest any practical plan 
of developing it, The Chinese “Red 
Book,” in its revenue returns, gives strong 
proof of the poverty of the province, 
According to these returns the revenue of 
Yaionan is smaller than that of any 
province except Kueichow. Even Kansu 
comes a little above it. ‘The richest 
provinces have much more than ten times 
its income, ‘Thus Honan, which is not by 
any means the richest province in 1

is the different provinces by taxa- 
mut they form a fair guide to their 
wealth. 

The person who placed the population 
of Yiinnan at thirty or forty millions 
could not have been a very high authority, 
According to the last Chineso census, taken 
in A.D. 1812, which makes tho total 
population of China to bo 362 millions, 
the population of Yiinnan is 5,561,320. « 
The accuracy of this consus is often 
disputed by foreigners, but those who 
discredit it invariably consider it as 
exaggerating the population, I know of 
no one who hae thought that it ought to 
be multiplied five or six times to make it 
correct. 

With roference to the letter on opium- 
smoking, by the correspondent of the Times - 
at Shanghai, which attracted so much 
attention a few weeks ago, I recommend 
to the notice of the Anti-Opium Society 
and of the general public the report of 
tho delegates of the Shanghai General 
Chamber of Commerce on the trade of the 
Upper Yangtszo River, published in 1869, 
The delegates made enquiries about opium 
in Szechuen and wore informed that it was 
first introduced into that province in 
about 1820, when it was brought from 
Canton, As late as 1860 it was only 
cultivated in small quantities and at much. 
risk to the growers. As tho delogat 
Messrs. Michie and Francis, prosecuted 
their enquiries in Chungking itself, and 
were accompanied by so capable an inter- 
preter as the late Mr. Consul Swinhoo, 
they are as likely to have been able to 
ascertain the truth as H.M.’s Consul at 
Ichaig, in Hupeh, who ten years later 
discovered that opium-smokinghad been the 
practice in Szechuen from time immemo- 
rial. ‘The delegates have something to 
say about opium-pipes, the discovery. of 
which, as ancient heir-looms, was used 
with such telling effect by tho Times 
correspondent. Ifthe W.-C. Daily News 
would republish in its columns the portion 
of the delegates’ report referring to opium 
in Szechuen, it would doubtless confer an. 
obligation on many of its readers.

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‘THE FOURTH OF JULY. 
On this day at noon, wherever there were 
‘Americans, and they aro to be found 
now in most places on the earth 
having even penetrated to the ends 
thereof, certain well-known rites and 
ceremonies commemorative- of the 
Independence of the States, were 
daly performed. And all ‘Americans 
participated in these on this oeca- 
siou, with the satisfactory conviction 
in their own minds that the national 
year that has just passed has been one 
with which they have good reasons for 
being content. If it has not afforded 
any materials over which future 
historians will muse and quarrel, it 
has at least shown an extraordinary 
advance in material prosperity. Boyond 
that there is scaregly anything in the 
annals of the last twelve months which 
claims especial notice. There has been 
a Presidential election, but these come 
aud go now as part of the ordinary 
round of settled political life in the 
Tnited States, and unless thoro. are 
peculiar circumstances at the time, 
whioh oreate great aud peculiar excite- 
mout in the public mind, their effect 
soon passes away, And those being 
absent last year, the contest between 
President Garfield and General Hancock 
was conducted quietly, aud, as far as 
we could soe, with unusual good 
humonr on both sides. ‘There has also 
boon a vory largo increase in the trade 
of the United States:and in the number 
of immigrants who have lauded on 
their shores, ‘The census of the people 
has been taken, and their numbers 
found to- exceed slightly the fullest 
estimates that bad been previously 
formed, ‘Tho industries’ of the country 
heve increased and’ have boon prosper- 
ous, amicable relations have been 
continued’ with the rest of the world, 
—in' passing we may note that a new 
treaty has been made and ratified 
between China and America—and all 
these, with other minor canses, bat 
augmented the credit of the nation, 
Whatever triumphs the Americans won 
last year have been those of perce, 
even. the victory of Iroquois on Epsom 
‘Downs, was one that the Hoglish public, 
‘if not the owners of the vanquished 
racers, could: witness with complacent 
satisfaction, And to a great number 
of people in Amorica the winning of 
the Derby, by a home-bred horse, will 
be’ the: most: memorable event in the 
relations of: their. country with the old 
wotld'dutingthe'last year. ‘The present 
President's: term of office may even 
come to: be known, to people of a 
certain class of mind, as that in which 
an: Amerioan’first won the Derby. To 
us the’ most noticeable’ thing’ in the 
recent history of America is the 
inoreasing flood of immigration which 
has been pouring. into her. In the 
Tnst’ ten’ years she’ has’ received: as 
many immigrants as the whole number 
of her population when the War of 














Independence commenced, and there 
is every appearance, at present, of the 
stream becoming even larger than it 
has been. These new-comers are of 
every nation in Europe, those from 
the north of course predominating, and 
are of » much better class than the 
half-starved Irish and Germans of some 
thirty to forty years since, ‘They will 
not commence their life in a new land 
on the lowest rang of the ladder, and 
this will give additional impetus to 
the progress of the country; and 
they will improve that large section 
of society which we in England 
would call the middle class, between 
the leisured wealthy and those who 
earn their living by the labour of their 
hands. Tho result of mixing so many 
bloods in one nation will be the forma- 
tion, by-and-by, of a people in all 
essential respects similar to the English. 
What will follow from that is thus 
predicted by a recont historian, whose 
sympathies make him lean to the 
institutions and political thought of 
the United States. “One issue is 
inevitable,” he says, “In the centuries 
that lie before us, the primacy of the 
world will lie with the English race. 
English institutions, English speech, 
English thought, will become the main 
featares of- the social and the intellec- 
tual life of mankind.” The same writer 
says, “The distance that parted England 
from America lessous every day. ‘The 
ties that unite-them grow every day 
stronger.” He might have the 

me of the relations of all other 
nations of Europe with America. It is 
unquestionable that many of the best 
points in the English character have 
been derived from the admixture, from 
time to time, of foreign blood and 
ways. ‘They camo from almost every 
part of Europe, whenever distress or 
persecution drove them from their own 
homes, Now it was Dutchmen from 
the Netherlands, a Frenchmen escaping 
from St. Bartholomew, or oppressed by 
the Revocation of the Edict of Nantes ; 
a German flying from the destruction 
that) Louis. XIV. had sent upon the 
Palatinate; all these, and others aro 
mingled, and now form the English 
people, and with many more, will 
go to make up the curiously composite 
creature which the American of two or 
three centuries hence will be. They 
will also be, to some extent, so many 
bonds by which the future America 
will be bound over to keep the peace 
with the rest of the world. 

That the English and American 
people understand each other better 
year by year, may be seen by a glance 
at the satirical and humourous papers 
of both countries. The Uncle Sam 
of Punch is no longer the hatchet. 
faced, unscrupulous man in ridiculous 
trousers, that he was twenty years ago; 
he is in some measure plumper of 
face, and has been giving a little 
‘attention to his personal appearance, 
though his. clothes are not yet what 
they should be and will doubtless soon 
become; the expression of his face is 




















genial, and if there oan be detected 
in it a desire to got the better in 
a bargain, you feel, that that original 
weaknessis tempered, and that, perhaps, 
if he did circumvent John Ball, though 
he would enjoy his success, he would 
at the samo timo bo rather sorry for 
it, And occasionally Amorican satirists 
mingle some kindliness in their 
sketches of Englishmen, and if they 
are not all that they should be in 
that respect, still the improvement 
which may be seen now and then gives 
some hope of a better style. 





A WEATHER FORECAST. 


Hap we the opportunity of looking 
‘at the earth from a distance, as we 
should see it, for instance, if placed on 
the lunar surface, the region of the 
monsoons would form a marked 
feature in the landseape. The greater 
part of the south of Asia during the 
summer of the northern hemisphero 
would shine with a brilliant green, 
and surrounding it would be a setting 
of burnished silver. From month to 
month, and from day to day, the green 
patch with its burnished setting would 
vary its position in latitude, somo. 
times reaching up to tho grey of tho 
desert of Gobi, and sometimes removing 
itself almost to the equator. Tho 
silver setting is ono of the most 
important of the phenomena connected 
with the monsoon, and upon its 
position and amplitude tho lives and 
fortunes of millions depend’ from yoar 
to year. At the present moment wo 
in Shangbai may be said to be bebind 
the silver circlet. An unusual visitor, 
a comet of apparently the first magni- 
tude; bas at intervals been seen in the 
constellation of the Camelopard. So 
persistent, however, has been the clondy 
lining that since the 26th of Juno it 
thas hardly been visible for more than 
a few minutes at a time, The position 
of the belt depends on canses outside 
the earth itself, and is more or less 
dependent on the amount of heat 
radiated from the sun. This wo can 
readily comprehend when we. come to 
learn that the canse of the monsoon 
itself is the intense heating of the 
deserts of Mid-Asia under the summer 
sun, The hotter shines the un the 
greater is the rarefaction of the atmos- 
phere indnoed, and the more powerfal 
the indraft from equatorial regions, 
When the warm damp air rushing 
northwards from the tropics meets the 
cooler currents from the more northern 
regions, the water held in solution.is 
scondensed, clouds are formed, and the 
superfluous moisture descends in copious 
rains. In certain regions the point of 
precipitation is determined by tho 
position of elevated mountain ranges. 
In China no elevation sufficiently

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rule, the cloudy belt passes over 
Shanghai during the latter portion of 
Jane, and from the 3rd to the 6th 
July, Shanghai lies under the unob- 
structed glare of the tropics, made 
the more fierce that the sun remains 
for a longer poriod over the borizon 
than in places nearer the equator. 
Occasionally, as in 1877, the monsoon 
is of insufficient strength to penetrate 
to the north of the Yangteze, and 
daring the entire eummer Shanghai to 
the distant observer would remain 
concealed under the silver setting of 
the emerald gom. More frequently the 
position of the belt oscillates between tho 
latitude of 28° and the ascent to the 
Mongolian plateau, and the inter 
modiate districts receive the supplies 
of rain essential to the growth of 
vegetation. In sucha case as 1877, on 
the other hand, the precipitation takes 
place almost entirely in the valley of 
the Yangtezo, and tho regions more to 
tho northward, deprived of their accus- 
‘tomed supplies of moisture, become 
parched up, vegetation fails, and should 
this condition of affairs be o ned 
for any time, famine with its invariable 
consequences succeeds, It is still por- 
haps too early to hazard a forecast of 
the summer of 1881. Tho cloudy belt 
at Shanghai has, however, been more 
persistent than. usual, and vessels 
coming up the coast have generally 
reported cloudy and unsettled weather. 
These conditious seem to point to a 
weak monsoon, and a weak monsoon 
means ® superfluity of rain in the 
‘angtszo valley, aud a lack of tho 
necessary moisture in the northern 
provinces.

It 
i ed on alll sides that the abuse of 
opium is a thing to be deprecated, and 
the effects medical and moral of its 
abuse in particular instances have not 
been overrated. ‘The point at issue is 
not whether any particular Chinese 
has been injured by the uso of the 
@rug; whether he has not himself 
become a hopeless imbecile, and his 
family beon reduced from comfort to 
misery. The. point rather is, are avy 
ill effects to be noted amongst the 
natives at large, and are the Chinese 
80 besotted in tho use of the opium. 








pipe that any wide-spread deterioration 
is evident, or any symptom apparent 
that they are unable in this, as in 
other matters, to take as good 
care of themselves as their would-be 
chaperons in England would havo 
us believe. Compared with the result 
of alcoholism in England, those 
of opium-smoking in China are insiguifi. 
cant. Probably at best alcohol is 
not so useful in its way as opiom. 
‘Yet the cases in which the uve of 
alcohol is supposed to be beneficial 
are sufficiently numerous to have pre- 
vented up to the present at least any 
heroic legislation, and the good sense 
of the English people in a matter 
concerning their own comfort and 
their own freedom of action has always 
deprecated any direct interference. No 
one in England, except a fow extreme 
enthusiasts, but feels that the evils of 
attempted repression would be far 
worse than even the present condition 
of affairs, Even the slight publica. 
tions, which from time to time have 
been tried, have generally resulted in 
abuses worse than the evils prepared 
to be amended. The practical senso 
which somehow in the long run gene- 
rally assorts itself wherever Englishmen 
are concerned, is apt to leave them when 
they essay to legislate for others. Place 
an Englishman abroad to manage a 
colony ordependeney,andho is generally 
found to be an able administrator. 
His ivstinct for Government stands him 
in good stead, and he is generally 
found, without ostentatiously arraying 
himself at the bead of those governed, 
to be able to take an intelligent 
interest in their affairs, and to respeot 
natarally their forms of thought and 
prejudices, But this instinct of govern. 
ment is apt to ran riot, and the ni

Englishman has more 
inct of government, bat 
in the late upheaval of classes he has 
forgotten that each individual has not 
the same opportunity of becoming 
acquainted with the conditions of 
government under. varying circum. 
stances. The ordinary Englishman, 
sont to a position of responsibility 
abroad, or in s colony, would probably 
acquit himself creditably. ‘The actual 
contact with altered conditions would 
first induce cantion, and then, follow- 
ing in experience, definite course 
of action. At home he is not 
brought in contact with the peculiar 
conditions of each case, yet strong in 
bis instinct of governing he conceives 
himself as good an administrator as 
those who have. His ideas of the 
conditions of affairs are most likely 
taken from the loose statements of 
some hired agitator, or, if this be 
wanting, from the equally prejudiced 
appeal of some enthusiast, He feols 
Kimsolf quite capable, therefore, of 
criticising the conduct of his fellow. 
countryman, who, in face of facts, bas 












adopted some definite policy. Doubt- 
less seen by his lights his conclusions 
are well founded, but his lights are 








generally discoloured, and we can form 
an idea of the result by imagining 
what an artist would produce were he 
to attempt to paint a landscape under 
the rays of a blue-light. Ib might be 
perfect under the conditions, but it 
would be sadly unlike the reality by the 
light of day. No one in China agitates 
himself about this opium question. It ia 
matter which intrades itself so little 
his daily life that he cannot arouse 
himeelf to indignation on the one side 
or the other. He sees it by the ordiuary 
light of day, and seen by this light he 
recognises no extraordinary abuse to 
call him out of his ordinary routine. 
‘True it may be that a blue-light would 
disclose effects he had not dreamt of, 
as a bloe-light in a landscapo would 
bring into prominence points unnotice- 
able in open day, This, however, is 
not the way to look at a landscape, as 
tho other ia not the way to look ata 
social matter. We are as ready to 
admit the evil effect of opiam-smoking 
in partioular instances as we were to 
admit the presence of blemishes in a 
Inndscape; when one needs for its 
appreciation the exhumed and exagge- 
rated statements of the Anti-Opium 
Association, as the others require, an 
artificial bluc-light to -render them 
ordinarily visible, we wore tempted to 
ask whether to remove a blemish 
visible only under a blue-light, it is 
worth while rooting up an entire 
country.

thousands of Chinese soldiers have srrived

“On the 17th June, at 3.18 p.m., as I 
‘was sitting in my room, I felt my chair rock- 
ng backwards and forwards, from north to 
south, five times, caused by five distinct 
oscillations ; then followed a double shock 
of earthquake which was of the most 
sovere nature I ever felt hore. After 
wards a severe trembling for a few seconds 
and the whole preceded by a rumbling 
“noise like distant thunder.

Our contemporary, in its 
first paragraph, reflected on the conduct of 
‘the commander of the Saitee in not going 
close to the vessel and tendering assistance, 
‘bat ‘the reflection, ‘it seems, was quite 
sunoalled ‘for, .as the Hotspur was at the 
time'riding at-anchor and showed no signal 
‘of distress. 

Although gambling is not licensed in 
‘Hongkong, the vice flourishes like a green 
‘bay-tree. ‘Our attention has been directed 
by & Chinese correspondent to the numbers 
of gambling houses which are kept in full 

awing. In the Taipingshan district alone 











there are no less than thirty of these dens 
in existence. Establishments for the sale 
of Wei Sing lottery tickets number about 
fifteen, seven of which have been quite 
recently opened. Seven or eight more 
honses are engaged in the sale of lottery 
tickets on the principle of the Manila 
lottery, the witming numbers in that 
lottery’ being adopted in the Hongkong 
one. The tickets, which are ove dollar 
each, ate printed, issued, and sold in the 
Qolony to the amount, per month, of 
$140,000. Gambling of every kind is, our 
correspondent says, literally rampant in 
Hongkong, far more so than in Canton, 
and he simply marvels that the Government 
allows such a condition of things. In 
Macao gambling is acknowledged and kept 
in some control by being licensed ; in 
Hongkong, it is professedly regarded as a 
shocking vice not to be tolerated, yet all 
the while it is quietly permitted to an 
extent that would really scandalise the 
authorities in London. Gambling in 
Hongkong, our correspondent adds, is 
worse ‘now than when it was licensed in 
the time of Sir Richard MacDonnell. 

HLM.S. Sheldrake, while on hor recent 
voyage from Shanghai to this port, ran 
into a latye number of bales of cotton, 
which had evidently been either thrown 
overboard by some overloaded steamer, or 
formed part of the cargo of some junk 
which probably was capsized. When it is 
remember how the steamer Bombay was so 
overloaded with cotton bales as to make 
it impossible to extinguish the fire, it 
is time the authorities looked into the 
matter of such overloading, or some fearful 
disaster will be the result. The Sheldrake, 
after taking several bales on board that 
had got entangled in the screw and across 
her bows, thus impeding her navigation, 
proceeded on her voyage to Hongkoug. 

It is rumoured that the pirates who 
attacked the German barque Occidente, on 
her voyage from this port to Amoy, on the 
28th April last, and looted the vessel of 
property to the amount of $1,000, have been. 
got hold of at Macao, and have been handed 
‘over to the Chi ities for punish- 
ment.

to believe this information is correct.

‘The Taotai of Linchau and Kingchau-fu, 
in this provineo, died suddenly in his office 
on the 20th June, 

General Cheung Sin, in command of the 
troops in this city, has been re-appointed 
for another term. The intelligence arrived 
the other day by telegram, having been 
sent down from Peking. Tho newly- 
appointed Assistant General arrived here 
on the 25th June from Poking, and was 
received officially at the landing-place near 
the Execution Ground. 

Tho other day a gambler was shot by 
another of the same kidney in front of the 
yamén of the Provincial Judge, and fell 
mortally wounded. ‘The murderer escaped 
spprebension st Che tine, and ts sill ok 
large. A reward of $50 is offered for his 
arrest, and $20 for information that will 
lead to his capture. 

‘The weather has been suffocatingly close 
lately, and the temperature is very high 
indeed. Mosquitoes are a perfect torment, 
auia it is somewhat difficult to keep pleasant 
and cheerful. Business is, however, a 
little improved, a fact which gives cause 
for thankfulness.

they were well out of reach of tho villagers, 
The affair has been reported to the Nam 
Hoi Magistrate, but it is not likely that 
the rogues will bo traced, It is rather 
singular that most large raids are conducted 
on similar lines, the personation of soldiers 
or officials generally serving to paralyso 
resistance among the simple Chineso 
villagers.—Daily Press. 

‘The China Mail hears from Canton that 
the Wai Sing lottery business there may 
receive’the early attention of some of the 
higher and more energetic officials. An 
Imperial Commissioner from Peking is 
now in the city, about whom considerable 
mystery exists.’

She was then closely watched, 
but persisting in’ her resolutions, she 
refused all food for three or four days 
until she obtained from her mother a 

ledge that she should not be a 
Betrothed, and to this promise she held 
her mother in spite of the advice 
and protests of all her relations, Tho 
parents of the deceased young man were 
writton to, and sho was received intb their 
home-as tho widow of their son. She is 
now ninoteen yoars of age, and her conduct

These. rules 
aro in’ themselves sufficiently rigorous, 
but of late territorial officials have on 
many oconsions availed themselves of-one 
pretext or another for delaying the 
sottlemont of casos of robbery with violence 
that ‘come under their notice ;-going 20 
far, in some instances, as to forge evidence 
and extend ‘the limit of time allowed to 
several years, with tho result that arrears 
accumulate, frauds are practised, and 
numerous othr irregularities occur.” Such 
a‘condition of things shows a serious 
misapprehension of the gravity of the prin- 
ciples involved in punitive regulations, and 

‘e “hereby - command all Governors- 
General aud Governors from the issue of 
this decréo now and henceforward to 
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fornish the Board with returns of unsettled 
cases of robbery with violence, and to send 
in returns of all such cases as have to be 
reported to the Throne and communicated 
to the Board, directly they are reported 
by the Department and District Magistrates 
under their charge, under penalty of 
prompt denunciation, - 

Tune 3rd.—(1) Memorial from Tu-ka-érh, 
Governor of Uliasut’ai and others, denoune- 
ing certain officers under their command 
for carelessness in the investigation of a 
caso that was brought before them, in 
which also corruption and bribery were 
resorted to, Amongst the archives taken

Daidji, had, with fell intent, assembled 
a number of Lamaist sorcerers, who 
by tho utterances of evil incantations 
had caused the death of his, the Lieutenant- 
General's, son; The Captain-General had 
taken the evidence in this case, and had 
forwarded the minutes, parties, and 
witnesses under charge of a weiyuan to 
Uliasut’ai, that a formal trial might be held 
there. Other documents show that a 
preliminary investigation, was then held 
by_ ono Hou, Military Secretary, 
and a clerk in the Li Fan Yuan, with 
two Associates, who de that the 
evidence in this case, as given by one Na- 
mu-chi-la-cha-pu, the Assistant Daidji, was 
false, and that he was evidently behaving 
in a tricky and deceitful manner in the 
confidence of the power of certain spells he 
Possessed to protect him. On the strength 
of their representation, the memorialist’s 
predecessor then applied to His Majesty for 

rmission to remove the Assistant Daidji 
rom office and to place him formally on his 
trial. The Imperial sanction having been 
obtained, these samo officors were directed 
to hold @ trial with all promptitude, and 
to ascertain the trno facts of the case. 
In spite, however, of the peremptoriness 
of theso orders, Fu Hou, the Secrotary 
above-mentioned, put off the trial for more 
than a year, and ‘after momorialist’s scces- 
sion to office, he repeatedly instructed him 
verbally to hear the caso at once, that a 
report might be laid before His Majesty. 
‘At last, towards tho close of last year, the 
said Secretary had tho defendants, eight 
in number, in turn before him, and took 
their depositions, after which he requested 
that they might pass before the memorial 
int in tho usual way, for the verification 
of their testimony. Upon this being done, 
however, the memorialist and his asso- 
cintes wore surprised to find that every 
one of the prisoners denied their pro- 
vious statements, and refused to mit 
their guilt. Their evidence being thus 
directly at variance with the report sent 
in by the said Fu Hou and his colleagues, 
and a rumour. of bribery having been 
employed coming to the cars of the 
memorialist, he deputed other officers 
to hold a fresh trial, and then sent for the 
Chieftain of the League, who informed 
him that Fu Hou had received at different 
times bribes in money to the amount of 
Tis. 250, and ono chestnut-coloured horse, 
with a request or each occasion that he 
would take good care that the prisoners 
did not escape. jis statement was 
corroborated by other testimony, and 
the said Secretary Fu Hou, with his 
assistant P’u Hsiang, finally admitted that 
thoy had been indiscreet enough to accept 
the sums mentioned.

From your columus, T gather that an 
influential body of residents in Shanghai 
aro intent upon promoting a readier means 
‘nf access to this locality than at prosent 
exists, and that to achiovo this ond it ia 

‘posed to establish a line of Tramway 
Feading from the Eaat Gato of the native 
city of Shanghai to“ Wayside.” And, 
moreover, that the said line of Tramway is 
to pass somewhere along our now hand- 
some Buud ; I suppose over the, Garden 
Bridge, and then along the Broadway to 
“Wayside,” 




















I do not intend for a moment to deny 
tho advantages of promoting all reasonable 
means of locomotion within the Sottlo- 
ment. Property, business, markets, will 
probably all benefit thereby. But I do 
wish to protest againat the consequences 
of bringing @ Tramway along our Bund, . 
which will, I think, be to destroy to a very 
largo oxtont the convenience and enjoy- 
ment of the main thoroughfare of this 
Settlement. 

Tt has boon suggested, I believe, that a 
‘Tramway would relieve the Bund of somo * 
of its,prosont encumbrances iu the shape 
of wheolbarrows and jinrikehas, Common 
senso and experienced alike point, I think, 
to the opposite conclusion. ‘The ‘proposed 
horse Tramway will naturally deposit ita 

jengers at any point the latter may 
esire, but it may reasonably be assumed 
that a large proportion will require to bo 
set down at the comers of the six roads 
which abut on the Bund, ao that we have 
the great probability of a vast stream of 
natives pouring from the native city and’ 
ch Settlement on to our Bund 
and down these and naturally 
returning the same way when thoy have 
transacted their business, 

Is it not self-evident that the means of 
each of theso roads, and 
consequently along the Bund, instead .of 
being diminished, will certainly be largely 
inoreased ¢ 

Is it not solf-ovident that the Bund 
will no longor bo a pleasant, or I may add 
a safe, resort for foreigners?’ What visions 
of dirt, garlic, noise, and last, but not 
least disso, suggest themsclves with the 

ce of the Chinese “ignobile valgus !” 
Prifad for whoso benef thee anetation 
tobe made? For that of the dwellers in 
the Settlement, “or of the dwellers at 























“Wayside” and its neighbourhood, or of 
the owners of native rented property ? 
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‘Upon referring to the lists compiled at 
the recent meetings of Ratepayers, Lobserve 
that a very ‘small numerical proportion of 
those whose names appear in the notifica- 
tion of the 29th ult., calling the meeting 
for tho 1ith inst., could by reason of the 
proxies which they hold outvote the 
Fosidont Ratopayers, unless perhaps every 
Ratepayer attended and voted against them. 

I trust that these proxy-holdors are not 
blindly pledged to support the scheme 
along tho Bund, but if it should turn out 
that they are, it may well cause Ratepayers 
to consider whether the time has not 
arrived to restrict the subjects on which 
absenteo proprietors of land here should 
bo allowed to vote by proxy.

ADANDONMENT OF THE STEAMSHIP 
* AMERICA.” 

‘The M.B. Co,’ssteamer Hiroshima Maru, 

which arrived on Wednesday evening from 

Japan, had on board the Captain and crew 








of the steamship America, which vessel 
had been abandoned at sea, whilo on 
e. from Tientsin to Kutchinotz.

‘They had been taken off a junk, on which 
they had been well cared for, for: eight 
days. 

‘Goptain Williams, tho Master of the 
America, reports the loss of his vessel as 
follows :—'Tho British steamer America 
left Tiontsin at 4.30 a.m, and Taku Bar 
p.m. on the 25th June, bound for 
Kutchinotz, Exporionced fine weather 
till off the N.E. Promontory, when 
encountered a dense fog, which continued 
moro or less till the night of Monday, 
the 27th, when it was found necessary to 

8 dead slow as tho fog was getting so 

jonso that it was impossible to seo half a 
's length ahead. About 7.30 p.m. 
Ind was suddenly discovered right ahead 
and closo to. ‘The engines wore immediately 
stopped and reversed, but it was of no 
use, as the ship struck heavily forward 
on’ an island on the S.W. const of 
Gores. The engines were kept till, to 
ascertain the amount of damage before 
backing off, as there was nothing but 
deop water all round. On examination 
it was found that the bows were com- 

letely stove in as far aft as tho collision 
Butihead, but as the vessel didnot, seem 
to mako a groat quantity of water, it was 
decided to back her off and trust to the 
pumps to keop her afloat till sho could 
get to Shanghai. Everything was done 
that was possible to stop the leak with 
beds, blankets, &o., packed well down, 
but on the morning of the 28th it was 
found that in pite ofall the pumps working 

iuding bilge injection, the 
yn so much that it became 
doubtful whether it would bo possible to 
save the ship. ‘Tho German barque Minna 
coming alongside, it was decided to ask 
them to take a lady passenger on board 
and all tho clothes belonging to the 
officers and crew, who determined to 
continue their efforts to save tho ship to 
the very last. About 7 p.m. it was found 
impossible to do anything moro,” and a 
Chinese junk having come in sight, it was 
decided, after careful consultation, to 
run’ for it and get everything ready for 
sbandoning the ship, which was now fast 
settling down. Whon the Captain, chief 
and second engineers left in the last boat 
for.tho junk, at 11 p.m., there wero 12 feet 
of water in tho hold, and it was over the 
shoulders in the stoke-hole, ship being listed 
cover to port to about an angle of 45 degrees. 
‘From firat to last the Chineso crew acted 
in a most disgraceful manner, and had it 
not been for the most careful watch by 




































the officers they would have seized the 
boats and left the ship at the very first.” 
It is with great pleasure we notice the 
very great kindness shown by the junk 
people during the stay of the Captain, 
officers and crow, with them for a passaze 
of eight days. Such kindness, we think, 
ought to be recognised by H.B.M.’s 
Government as an encouragement to others 
to act likewise under similar circumstances, 
The America was a vessel of 563 tons, 
and has been trading on the coast fora 
considerable time, principally in carrying 
coals from Japan’ to this port. Her local

From a Melbourne correspondent’s letter 
to the Queenslander, we quote as follows, 
8 fo tho Chinese popalation in Victoria 

One fact brought out by the returns is 
reassuring—the Chinese population has 
decreased from 17,935 in 1871 to 11,796 in 
1881, or a falling off of 6,139. ‘The Ghi 
population in our midst is a mere handful 
at most, and is widely scattered over the 
whole area of the colony. 
aboriginals were to be found in all Vietoria 
on tho rd April last—459 males and 
809 females of all ages. In 1871 they 
numbered 1,330, since when thoy havo 
decreased by 562. At this rate thore will 
bo but a small remnant of them left for 
‘tho statist of 1891 to deal with, 














‘The most original of the many proposed 
Jaws for the suppression of intemperane 
the Bill now under consideration in Indiana 
requiring thet any man desiring to drink 
shall take out a yearly license, price ten 
dollars, the money to go to the support of 
inebriate asylums and the license to be 
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cancelled the first time its holder is found 
drunk. Such a law would be effective in 
many ways. In the first place, it would 
distinetly draw the line between drinkers 
and the non-drinking class. The church 
committee that might want to know of the 
habits of candidates for admission, and 
the fathers of marriageable daughters who 
are much sought after by young men, would 
not have to depend upon hearsay instead 
of evidence ; they could satisfy themselves 
fully by referring to the official list of 
license-holders. “The licensed would be 
compelled, in order to continue in 
indulgence, to devise some way of learning 
when they have drunk enough, which is 
something that) up to the present time, 
no drinking man has ever been able to 
discover. Last, but not: least, such a law 
would compel a drinking man to be ten 
dollars ahead to start with—a financial 
condition to which few consumers of liquor 
ever attain. Perhaps if the inebriate were 
to find himself with ten dollars in his pocket 
he would be tempted to make additions to 
it instead of throwing away his money in 
order to lose his brains, —New York Herald. 

The Sydney Daily Telegraph gives the 
following account of how Chinamen settle 
sunny Australian city get themselves 

“The Ohinese women in Sydney are, 
asarule, woll-featured. They are pleasant- 
looking, and take pride in their personal 
appearance. The ‘Lilies of Delight,’ as 
their cramped and crumpled fect’ are 
called, act as impediments to locomotion. 
‘They aro always clad in splendid silken 
robes, and aro rosplondont with flashing 
jewels. With scarcely one exception 
these women are the wives of the lowest 
though wealthiest class of Mongolians in 
Australia—the Canton gamblers, When 
4 Chinaman accumulates some wealth, and 
cannot leave the colony, he begins to 
consider what he had better do. Blasé

A reporter has ono of 
these epistles, but it is practically impos- 
sible to translate it into English, ‘The 
following, however, is a condensed transla- 
tion; ‘I want a wife. She must be a 
maiden under twenty years of age, and must 
not have left her father’s house. ‘Sho must 
also have never read a booky and her eye- 
lashes must be half-an-inch in length. Her 
tooth must bo as sparkling as tho pearls of 
Ceylon. Her breath must be like unto 
the sconts of the magnificent odorous 
groves of Java, and her attire must be 
from tho siken’ weavers of Ka-Li-Ching, 
which are on the banks of the greatest 
river in the world—tho ever-flowing 
Yang-tsi Kiang.’ The price of a Chineso 
woman, delivered in Sydney, is £38; but 
two Chinese women only cost £52, Thore- 
fore, tho heathen Chinese imports the 
women in couples. ‘The importer never 
sees his women before they arrive, and 
then ho generally selects the best-looking 
one. The other is shown round to a 
number of well-to-do Chineso, and aftor 
they ‘have inspected her sho is submitted to 
what may be called public auction. Tho 
writer happoned to be present at one of 
these sales. A young. girl, aged about 
19, was offered, ‘and after somo spirited 
iddings sho was purchased by a: wealthy 
Chinese storokeoper, whose placeof business 
is in one of tho loading towns of Now 
South Wales, for £120. The melancholy 
aspect of tho coletia itl as she went 
away in company with the man who 
purehased her was doplorablo to the’ last 
degree.”
